











several kinds of metal wares exhibited, and specially good in inlaid work from 
Tanjore and Bidree from Hyderabad. Three silver medals were’ awarded for 
exhibits from Hyderabad, Tanjore and Benares. Exhibitors of Benares 
work also received two bronze medals, while three of these rewards were gained 
by the Jeypore School of Arts. 
18. The jurors in the Pottery Class awarded a gold medal to the Madras 
+ School of Arts for the general excellence of design and manufacture of the 
* articles exhibited by it. The Bombay School of Arts comes next,the jurors 
consider, in merit, and has been awarded asilver medal. he only specimens 
of porcelain were from the Jeypore School, to which a silver medal was 
also given. The jurors praise highly the pottery exhibited by Messrs. 
Burn & Co. of Raneegunge, consisting chiefly of drainage pipes and useful 
articles. A silver medal was awarded to them also. ‘he jurors praise the 
figures from Kishnaghur and elsewhere. 
19. The remaining classes, stone carvings, glass, shellearvings, cabinet- 
ware fumiture, and sap, do not, with the exception of the two last, call for any 
special mention. Under the head of furniture, the articles of greatest merit were 
a Burmese screen and certain specimens of furniture manufactured by Messrs. 
Deschamps and Co, of Calcutta. To each of these a silver medal was awarded. 
The Madras School of Arts receiyed « bronze medal for the bracket and writing. 
table exhibited by it, as did Messrs. Edmond and Co. for carved 
panels and a sideboard back. In the class of soaps five competitors sent 
specimens, all of which are spolzen of in terms of praise. Mvssrs. Burn & Co. 
of Calcutta, and the North-West Soap Works, Meerut, each received a silver 
medal, while bronze medals were awarded to Messrs. Tuck, Uarvey and Co. 
and J. Thomson & Co. 

20. Reviewing the results of the Exhibition as a whole, the Lieutenant. 
Governor is’ very well satisfied both with the number of articles exhibited and 
with their quality, As a first experiment of the kind, the Exhibition has proved 
successful in giving a fair idea of the European and native manufactures of 
India. Similar Exhibitions held at intervals cannot, the Lieutenant-Governor 
considers, fail to raise the general standard of taste and workmanship through- 
out the country ; and it is to be hoped that in future the experiment which has 
been made on this occasion of bringing workmento the Exhibition to see the 
class of articles most in demand may be carried out on a larger scale. On the 
present occasiun 54 workmen and manufacturers, viz. 34 weavers, 7 potters, 
6 ivory carvers, 6 silversmiths, 1 goldsmith, and 1 brazier were brought from 
different districts in Bengal to visit the Exhibition. To the dissemination of 
correct patterns, and of a better standard of taste by this method, the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor attaches great importance, 

2.1 In conclusion, the Lieutenant-Governor desires to tender his cordial 
thanks to the Committee of Management of the Exhibition, and especially to its 
Chairman, Mr. Justice Prinsep, for the zeal and energy with which they have 
laboured to carry out the views of Government. The Chairman devoted a 
great amount of time and labour to the personal supervision of all matters 
connected with the Exhibition from the first issue of the prospectus to the close 
of the Exhibition.

APPENDIX TO THE FOREGOING RESOLUTION, 


Class VII.—PAPER. 


We the undersigned havo the honour to submit a report on thet samples of machine. 
made paper and hand-made paper exhibited in the foregoing class 

2. As this brauch of industry, is of paramount importance to the producer andthe 
consumer, and is one that is at the present time absorbing the earnest thought and attention 
of different Governments and is the commercial world, we desire to be lucid in our remarke 
and minute in our reasons for the awards recommended. Further, we propose to go a little 
beyond our legitimate duty, and append to our report afew suggestions that may ultimately 
tend to further the development of this manufacture. 

3, Inadjudicating on the different descriptions of machine-made paper exhibited, we 
will deal with them in the order they have been catalogued.

4. Plantain fibre for textile and cordage purposes seems to have been in use for 
many years past. The celebrated ciroum-navigator, Dampier, describes the process of 
prepariug this fibre in the Indian Archipelago more than acentury ago, and P. L. Simmonds, 
¥. x. ¢.T, in bis Hssay on Vibres and Cordage of recent date, refers to tho different uses 
to which plantain fibre is put, amongst which he eflumerates light fabrics, damasks, aud 
the finer sorts of farniture hangings and upholstery general 
Nowhere. however, do we romember reading of the plantain fibre having hitherto 
al for paper-making. The Batty Mua, Cdvrany therefore are justly” entitled 
led the originators of paper manufactured from it.

The 
chad ag Lhe ea een sumples slow that the fibre is capable of being effectually 
sized and dyed, and that the paper does not crack when fol ‘Their relative strength, 
quality, and texture are to a great extent uniform. Disintegration appears completo as 
there is no appearance of undigested fibre, either in the form of long filaments or know— 
commonly kuown as “sago” in the trade—a most unfortunate transformation if it takes 
lace in the machine chest. » ‘I'he surface of the papers bears signs of eockling on the machine, 
ut this drawback may be obviated, nodoubt, by using a blend of some other softer and more 
elastic materiul. ‘The colour is-also against the paper; but this imperfection may likewise be 
remedied in al! probability by another treatment which can only be arrived at by a series of 
experiments 3 
8, The following is a summary of the advantages plautain fibre offers for paper-making — 
(a) Unlimited supply 
(.) Uniformity of fibre. 
(c.) Facility for dyeing. 
(d.) Adaptability for sizing. 
(¢.) Minimum chance of impurities as compared with most other fibres. 
Great strength of fibre as evinced by the fact of its producing a thin paper, and 
running on the machine unassisted by the addition of any other material. 

9. In the resolution marginally cited, the Government of Bengal has recognized the 

Revenue Department, Fvrests, Darjee! apeen of encouraging a plantain fibre extracting 
ing; the 30th July 1881 industry, and is prepared to give all reasonable assistance 
to any mercantile firm or individual wishing to try such experiments in the ( hittagong Hill 
Tracts, or elsewhere in Lower Bengal. It has further agreed to supply wild plantain 
stems free of costs on the spot fora reasonable time, at the outset of tho experiment, and 
will arrange for future supplies at reasonable rates ‘The firm of Schcene, Kilburn and Jom- 
pany have, we believe, turned their atteution to the development of this new business, but 
to what extent we are not prepared to say. 

10. Dr. George King, Superintendent of the Royal Botanical Garden, in his able report 
on plauteia fibre, gives it as his opinion that the plantain fibre industry has a good deal of 

ise, and further states that he has tscortalned fem. 0 large English paper-maker that 
if it could be delivered cheaply enough, plantain fibre would be readily bought in Emgland 
for paper-making.

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11. The paper next to be considered is that made from the fibre of the “aloe.” Although 
thisexhibit isa fair sample of the class of paper that cau be produced from this plant 
wo are not sanguine of it ever proving a serviceable acquistion to the list of paper-making 
fibros. For paper purposes it is desirable that the fibre should be the yield of plants of 
regular growth, which is not the caso with the aloe, whose habit is to send out a succession 
of shoots requiring differgnt modes of treatment that could not be carried out when dealing 
‘with large quantities. ‘The paper hus a spongy porous appearance, which is very much 
against it. :

12, To this exhibit we draw particular attention. Tt is made from the sheath 














of the grass that was condemned by the Home brokers as containing too smail a percentage 
fi fibro (vide our concluding remarks, paragraph 4). ‘Te quulity is stout und surfuco flat, 
with inclination to harshness; uot’ in the least bibulous; colour white, n for 
the bleaching quality of the fibre; fibres woll digested, and no appearance of knots; well sized 





‘The slight impurities on the surface give the appearance of the paper having been run on 
tho machine after working “browns.” “Similar defects from this causo are commonly met 
with. The preases on folding show a tendency to cut, but to no appreciable stent 

18. This grass, which grows in prolific ‘abundance in many parts of offers an 
inexhaustible 6& pply of fairly good paper material, if it can be delivered at the mill at a 
reasonable priee, and there is no reason why this eanuot be dono if consignments are freed 
of all useless material and compressed into the smallest possible bulk. 

14, We would recommend that this paper be added to the list given in the Govern 
mont resolution referred to in the first paragraph of our concluding remarks, It is well 
suited for vernacular aud Knglish correspondence (that is destroyed every third year), 
for drafting purposes, fur scribbling memoranda, and for all printed forms used in departinents 
where the records aro not of sufficient importance to be preserved for any cousiderable 
time. The Sind administration, we conceive, would consume a great deal of this class 
of paper with considerable profit to Government.

15. The .Mohalyne cream-eoloured paper apparently has been made from the 
bauhinia variegata, Tho fibre of this creeper which over runs the forests of India, has 
Deon pronounced by paper-makers equal to the fibre of the aduusynia digitata, waich is known 
to afford a very superior material for paper. ‘he cost of chemicals necessary to convert 
it into a good white paper, however, weigis too heavily against its other merits to admit of 
its heing utilized for this industry. ‘Che preseut sample, though strong, und of even 
surface, is wanting in colour, and shows symptoms of dilliculty in sizing. Possibly, if 
delivered at the mill at a sufficiently cheap rate, it might prove serviceable for strong 
“browns.”

16. Of tho 16 samples of paper made principally of jute, there is no appreciablo dif 
forenco in their general quality or strongth. The varieties in colour go to prove that paper 
made from jute fibre takes dye well, 

17. These 16 exhibits are strong and of a tolerably smooth, flat surface. The felting 
is good, and there is no sign of knottiness or undigested fibre. 

18. A great deal of this paper is already consumed by Government in the form of 
envelopes, chailans, &o. 

19, In Carl Lofmann’s practical treatise on the manufacture of paper, we find the facts 
mentioned that the Dundee Advertiser is printed on paper made from jute, aud also that a 
large paper-maker had forwarded to a Mr. Ling a beautiful specimen of pure jute 
paper remarkable for its fineness of texture, cleanness of colour, and great strength, ‘Tho 
sume author refers toa saniple of jute paper said to huve been made at the “* Capo of Good 
Hope” that appenfed as strong as wash leather. i 

20. ‘This encouraging mention of jute fibro asa paper material leads us to hope in 
course of time the Bally Paper Mill Company will bring paper manufacturo from this 
material to greater perfection,

21, Four samples of blotting paper have been exhibited—blue, cream, grey, and white, 
‘They are all equally absorbent, though not bibulous tv exooss ‘The quality we consider 
quite"good enough for ordinary use, and a considerable saving will accrue to Government by 
using this material in place of that obtained from Europe.

25. On the foregoing grounds, therefore, we would recommend that the Bazar Mrz, 
Company be awarded a “GoLp wxpaL” aND ceKTiFicaTe oF Honouranir MENTION in proof of 
the high order of merit in which the Committee esteem the indugtry of paper-making, and 
in recognition also of the superior quality of paper manufactured by that Company, in coms 
parison with all other exhibits, and of the praiseworthy efforts that have been made by them 


to utilize different fibros indigenous to the country.

all these exhibits is so trifling that they do not deserve separate notice. 


27. The “ writings ” are coarse in the extreme and wanting in colour and surface ; the 
quality isthat to be found in native account books (roznamas and katahs\ written with 
ink. They bear proof of the “stuff” having beon over “ cooked” where old paper 

has been used, and undigested “ stuff” where gunnies and such like materials havo been 
employed. The system followed hy native paper makers to produce pulp and Snally siza 
the half “stuff” dofes the production of aaything but the rudest materials, such as those 
now before us. No progress seems to have been made in this art for the last quarter of a 
century,a period over which our experience extends Indeed, this industry appears rather 
to have retrograded than progressed, it the exhilsts we are reporting on are to be acooptod 
hand made papers. Certainly they oontrast

as fair samples of the present quality of nati 
unfavourably with specimens made in Sind 25 years ago. 





28. Tho “ blottings” are merely unsized’ samples of the papors already reported on 


and are far too absorbent. 


29. The only hand made paper that calls for marked attention is exhibit No. 53 
(Bhootea paper’, nol on account of its quality, but for the great toughness of the fibre 
from which it has been made, which we are inclined to think properly manipulated. would 
make an excellent paper. We would direct the attention of Government to this material. 

30. Having passed our opinion on the hand-made papers exhibited, we can do no more, 
In respect to acknowledgments we must leave the matter entirely in the hands of the 


Committee, as we are unable conscientiously to recommend any awards. 


31. Did native hand-made paper commend itself even on account of cheapness, wo 
might perhaps have feit disposed to suggest the grant of a certificate of honourable mention ; 
but whero price and quality are alike against them, a8 compared with machino-made paper, 
we can sce no good reasou for fostering this form of industry or stimulating its growth.

From one reason or another, the consignments of fibre 
sent to Engiand for experiment have been condemned, and the proceedings connected with

4. Now we are of opinion, in some instances at least, tiat had the experiments been 
made inthis country, where the trials could have beon renewed at a minimum cost, and the 
desired references readily obtained, much money might have been saved, and possibly a good 
paper material discovered. By this wo do not for a moment impute neglect or inability to 
paper-tmakers in Kvgland, but morely wish to impross on Government the obstaoles 
there-are in the wny of success, where the seat of experiment, and the country where the 
material is produced, are separated by any great distance. In our own exporience, a 
Jargetconsignment of scccharum munja gent to England for experiment was very lately eon- 
demned as yielding too small a percontage of fibro. This decision was necepted as sufficient 
tof ofthe unfitness of this grass for paper, until the report of the brokers reached 

i Strettell, when on enquiry he ascertained the mistake to have arisen through a silly 
plunder of sending the stem instead of the sheath of the grass for experiment ‘That the 
saccharvm munja produces a capital paper material we have ample proof iu the sample exhibited. 
by the Bally Paper Mill Company, on the merits of which exhibit we have already reported. 

5. It is essential to the success of experiments of whatsoover nature that the material to 
be experimented on, and all requisite data connected with it, should be ready to the hand of 
the experimentalist; experiments with*paper fibres prove no exception to this rule If a first 
trial fail, that is no reason why a second or third should do the same, and it is only by a series 
of experiments and references that indisputable results can be arrived at. Business men have 
neither the time nor inclination to tmter into lengthy correspondence, which involves an 
interval of two months at least before the required information can be obtained ; and this no 
doubt is foremost amongst the reasons why our effortshitherto to introduce Indian fibres 
into the Home market have been so very unsuccessful. 

6. With the double object then of serving the interests of Govornment and the pi 
trade, it would, we think, be well if arrangements were entered into with the Bally Nit 
Company for a'series of experiments with Indian fibres, Government supplying gratis the 
quantity of matorial requisite, In consideration of their valuable services, wo are of opinion that 
tho ally Mill Company might be allowed the monopoly of Government custom for a 
number of years, and that in return for this concession the Bally Mill Company might 
be required to furnish Government with the professional opinion of the Mauager of the 
Mill ou each fibro tried, torether with triplicate samples of the following specimens :—

A systematic enquiry of.this nature would in all probability lead to most profitable 
results, and if not, it would set at rest ony divided opinion on the merits of the fibre 
experimented on. 

7. Ithas been said that the “consumption of paper is the mensuro of a people's 
culture ;”’ and there is no doubt that the demand for paper in India will keep pace with 
tho rapid strides education is making, and with the diversity of soil and climate which India 
affords, there is go Valid reason why she should fail to produce the best of papor-making 

Te. 

8. Paper-making above all other manufactures deserves special consideration and 
the most cordial support of Government, for not only is it an industry of the greatest 
importance, but on it no Jess than 24 district trades are dependent, besides numerous 
athors, which are mainly supported by it. Indood, so groat importance do we attaoh 
to this trade that we consider that it would best serve the interest of Government and of the 
commercial community were the undivided services of ua epee, specially qualified for the 
Purpose, engaged for this duty in connection with the Bally Mills.

TASAR SERICULTURE IN THE BOMBAY PRESIDENCY. 








No. 2, dated Poona, the 3rd February 1882,

I wave the honour to submit, for the consideration of Government, my report upon:the 
progress made in tasar sericultare during the past -year, as far as the same came under 
my notice. 

23 1, I cannot yet state that I have succeeded in gathering a full season’s crop of cocoons 
of my own rearing. I certainly had better results last year than in previous years, but still 
there were muy deaths among the silkeworms, for which I could not account to my entire 
satisfaction. 

2, Lholiove that my cages are as perfect and as simple as can be; my plantation has 
thriven well, and | never thoroughly exhausted my stock of food, though once ox twice 
I fancied that the caterpillars had begun to spin their cocoons before they were quite full 
grown, I can only imagine that there was some climatic influence which I did not perosive or 
against which I was unable to contend with perfect suocess ; or, although the cages kept oat 
rats, birds, lizards, wasps, and other enemies of the silk-worms, there may have been 
som» small spiders, mosquitoes, or other equally minute enemies, which J did“not perceive. 
As it was, 1 gathered 1,000 cocoons from 270 ivet of hedge during the monsoon. 

I was fortunately able to commence operations at the earliest and most favourable 
opportunity. My first batch of worms hatched out on 2nd May, and the first cocoon was 
un on the 6th June. The last batch of worms hatched in the middle of November, but 
they grednally dwindled away and came to nothing, the last worm dying on 8th December. 
‘A skilful ecrioulturist might evidently extend the rearing over eight months inthe year, 

4. The whole season’s collection amounted to 60,000, double of what it was in 1880, 
and collected in the same way. ‘he contribution of the Forest Department amounted to 
58,000, against 17,000 in 1880, all gethered in the northern divisions I had all these 
cocoons cleaned of extraneous matter, and the result being 200% of clean cocoons for tho 


two years, I sent it all to Mr. Thos. Wardle of Leok. His report will be most valuable, for 
these are all of this Presidency’s produetion, and the quantity will be sufficient for him to 
pronounce thereon a desided opinion.

away exulting in the possession of two or three copper coins. Petty prompt payment is 
what is required in this matter, and'if the Wéni, the village retail dealer, would but take 
tho matter up, the tasar silk industry world soon be firmly established. ‘Lhe Wdni buys 
those cocoons in the Central Provinces; why should he not take them inere too? ‘There is 
no need for him or an one to kill the chrysalides inside; he has simply to hang the cocoons 
anywhere where the rats cannot got at them, and let the moths escape until he can send the 
cocoons to Poona, or wherever the market may be. Until village Wénis or other independ+ 
ent traders will take the purchasing of the cocoons from the villagers up as a regular 
business, T fear that we can only look upon the collection of the same us a spasmodic affair 
fostered by Governthent officials and carried on by the lower classes for the sake of currying 
4 favour with them. 
6. As regards tho prospects of the tacar silk industry, they are most promising, and 
every year shows an improvement. Mr, Thos. Wardle has lately drawn up a most complete 
and minutely. detailed account of the “Wild Silks of India” in his “Handbook of the 
Collection in the Indian Section of the South Kensington Museum.” In this he mentions 
how desiyble it is that a trade in tasar cocoons should spring up, for the uses of this silk 
aro rapidly increasing, and tho demand is far in excess of the supply. One of tho most impor- 
tant uses to which it has been applied is in the manufacture of seal cloth. This beautiful 
fabric consigts of a tasar silk plush woven into a cotton back, and wns-sold in |880 at 
58s Gd. per yard. When I was in England in 1873, the highest price obtainable for any fabrie 
manufactured from tasar was 38. Gd.+per yard. For the manufactnre of this seal cloth, 
yarn spun from the waste and from damaged cocoons is used. In Docember 1879 I gave 
over to Goverument nearly 50tb of this yarn manufactured in Bombay by the Alliance 
Spinning aud Weaving Company from cocoons collected in this presidency. In describing 
the various purposes for which vasar silk yarn can be used, Mr. Wardle states, in weaving 
it into silk carpots, he finds that for very many reasons it is superior to mulberry silk, boing 
lustrous, strong, and peculiarly suitable for embroidery. 

7. Asueual, | have sent seed to Mr. Stormont, of the Government Experimental Farm, 
Bhédgaon, and to Mr. George Baird, at Udepur, for the Mahérdua’s plantation, and expect 
to hear some particulars from them soon. 

8, I have now laid out one-sixth of an acre as a plantation on one uniform system, 
and as this seems to answer well, I take this opportunity of describing it for public 
information. “ Lagerstramia Indica,” gul mendhi or daiyeti, is the best shrub in Poona 
for the purpose, and 1 have now planted 906 feet of it in hedges, besides having strack 
enough cuttings to make nearly as much more. The land is laid out in ridges 7 feet wide 
with a gutter of 1 foot between, The shrubs are put into a trench of good soil mixed with 
manure in the middle of each ridge at one foot apart, On each sidv of these. on the ridges, 
vegetables of all sorts ore being cultivated where the ground is not ocoupied with the 
cages, care having been taken to lay out the grounds in the way most suitable for 
imigation, and to ensure the most being made of it at all times. The cages are 
fe of rectangular picecs of split bamboo soreenwork tarred—a very cheap, light material, 
and when thus protected it is neither liable to be hurt by the weather nor guawed by rats. 
In constructing the cages, I tic these screens together, making the sides 3 iect high and the 
ends 6 fect wide. ‘The cago can be put up the whole length of the hedge, and is divided 
into 12 feet partitions. From ‘side to side, arched over the top of the hedge, are pieces of 
rattan fastened down at their extremities to the screens, and in the middle to a light ridge 
pole, which rests on triangular screens stretching across the cage at intervals. Over the hoops 
thus made coarse open cotton is spread, thus nothing touches the shrubs, for they are 
uniformly cut to a height of 4 feet, and the worms have no inducement to leave their food. 
The screens under the triangles at the end consist of three, the middle »ne of which is fixed, 
andthe two smaller on either side are fitted with string iinges, thus allowing boys to go in 
and clean up on both sides of the hedges without injuring the shrubs. ‘Tho worms are, when 
hatching, put upon the plants near the door, and they eat away steadily, crawling on to the 
next when their own twig has been stripped. As fast as this takes place the bare twigs are cut, 
off and fresh spring forth, In a few weeks’ time the lodge is as thick a mass of verdure as 
it, was when the caterpillars were put upon it, and this process goes on as long as the rearin 
tho wormsis continued. As partition after portition gots stripped, it can be taken down anc 
shifted on further down the hedge or to a new place. An occasional watering is necossarye if 
weather is not favourable, but as a rule very little irrigation is nocessary ; still itis as 
well to haye the power st hand if required.

6, There were 11 prosecutions under sections 14 and 15 of the Act for 
drying loose jute on the roofs of jute godowns without permission from the 
Commissioners; convictions were obtained in all these cases, and the fines 
imposed amounted to Rs. 280. 

7. One case of fire occurred in a jute Warehouse. A fire broke out on the 
extensive jute premises of the Riverside Press Company, © Limited,” at 9 aw 
on the 24th of February, destroyed the buildings, and consumed a. large 

M quantity of jute; and it was mainly through the exertion of the Fire Brigade that 
the jute godowns and other propertics in the neighbourhood were saved. ‘The 
i loss in all is estimated at Rs. 2,6',000. The real cause of the fire has not been » 
Ki ascertained, thongh special enquiries were made. Many persons suspected that 
\ it was the act of an incendiary, but no evidence in support of this surmise 
could be obtained. 

As the Commissioners of the Town of Calentta could not. see their 
fi way toadopt tho recommendations of Government to extend the provisions of 
‘ the Jute Act to other combustible commodities to cover the deficiency ,of the 
Jute Fund, it was decided that if the assets under the Act, together with the 
fees, &e. (not yet levied), accruing under the Petroleum Act, VIII of 1881, 
wiich have been sanctioned as a contribution towards the. expenses of the 
: Fire Brigade, prove insufficient to mect all the charges payable under the Act, 
* the deficit will have to be made up by a contribution from tie general fund.
